H E ſpreading of the Infection in our Citie of London, and in 


the places next about it, doeth giue vs inſt cauſe to be as pꝛouident 
as a tarefull p unce tan bee, to take away all occaſion of intreaſing 
the ſame. And if ſuch directions as We gaue, and our Countell, at 
our firſt appꝛoching to the Citie, had bene obeyed, it is like that 
(with Gods fauour) the Sickeneſſe had neither growen to that 
height, noꝛ ſpꝛead ſo farre as now it is. But that hauing bene o⸗ 
mitted by the negligence of ſuch whom it moſt concerned to haue 
had it perfozmed, The ſame care of our peoples welfare, mooueth vs as much as we map, 
to pꝛouide foꝛ the time to tome. And foꝛaſmuch as there are at hand two notable Faires, vn⸗ 
to which there is vſually extraoꝛdinary reſoꝛt out of all parts of the Kingdome , one in 
Snuthtield neere our City of London, commonly called Bartlemew Faire, and the other neere 
Caimbzidge commonly called Sturbridge Faire, Which if they ſhould be held at the vſnal times, 
would in all likelyhood be the ottaſion both of the inereaſe, and of diſperſing of the Contagion 
into all the parts of our Reaime : We haue thought good by open declaration of our pleaſure, 
not onelp to admomſh, and to require all our louing Subiects, to foꝛbeare to reloꝛt at this 
time to any ofthe ſaid two Faires, of Ba tlemeẽ ncere London, and ol Scurbridge, but allo to 
eniopne to the Loꝛds of the ſaid Faires, and others intereſſed therem, and of al other Faires 
with ſiktie mites of our City of London, that they ſhall not holde the laide Faires, noꝛ any 
thing appertaymng to them, at the times arcuſtomed, noꝛ any tune till they ſhall be licenſed 
by Us, vpon paint of ſuch puniſchment, as foꝛ a content pt ſo much concerning the vanuerſall 
ſafetie of our people, they ſhalbe adiudged to delerue, Which they ſhall be aſſured that Wee 
will cauſe to be inflicted vpon them with all leueritte. Foꝛ ſuch is our deſire to pꝛeuent an vnt- 
ucrſall Contagion among our people, which this Jnfectton thꝛeatneth, as We will not ſpare 
any one who ſhalbe cauſc of diſperſing luch an cuil among them. And we do further charge 
and enioyne vnder like penaltie, to all Citizens and inhabitants of our City of London, that 
none of them ſhall repaire to any Faires held within any part of this Realme, vntillit ſhall 
pleaſe God to ceale the Jnfection now reigning amongſt them.
